Washington, Oct. 81. — Tho form of 
Lord Sackville's dismissal is as follows: — 
"My Loud — By direction of tho Presi- 
dent, I havo the honor to inform you that 
for causes heretofore made known to Her 
Majesty's Government, your continuance 
in y. ur present official situation near thu 
government is no longer acceptable, and 
would consequently bo detrimental to the 
gooil relations betwuen the two powers. 
I have tho further honor, by direction of 
tho President, to enclose you a letter of 
safo conduct through the Territories of 
tho United States. 

"I havo tho honor to bo, 

"Your Obedient Servant, 
"(Signed) T. F. Bayamd." 
PRESS COMMENTS. 

New York, Oct. 31. —Tho papers this 
morning make tho following editorial 
comments on President Cleveland's ac-

Sun — If Mr. Cleveland has erred in his

The lesson will not be lost upon 
other distinguished gentlemen of diplo- 
matic persuasion. England will think 
bettor of us, and the republican politi- 
cians who havo been counting upon the 
bugaboo provided by the saggy British 
minister will probably learn that after all 
this is not a day of small things.

Tribune-It has taken tho President 
ten days to find out that something had 
to bo done about it. At least ho has done 
what was domanded from the very lirst, 
but the President waited too long. The 
real importance of tho incident lies in the 
conclusive proof of English feeling at the 
judgment it furnishes, and that it is not 
in the least effected by tho Preaidoiit's 
tardy action. 

Herald — What wo believe the better 
sense of the American peoplo will con- 
clude is, that tho President has allowed 
his temper to get the bettor of his judg- 
ment in his manner of dealing with this 
matter. We rogrct that in the treatment 
of this case he haa, under tho influence of 
m incapable and hysterical secretary of 
ttate, acted in a way to forfeit something 
.f the high opinion which his fellow-citi- 
zens had of him. Wo trust that he will 
make haste to dismiss Mr. Bayard and get 
himself a secretary of state on whose self- 
possession, calmness and serious advice 
he can more safely depend. 

recovered equanimity. 
Washington, Oct. 31. — At tho State 
department matters seem to bo running 
along BlUfothly to-day and without excite- 
ment, and tho Sackvillo incident has ap- 
parently ended, for the present at least. 
Nothing has as yet been heard from Min- 
ister Phelps regarding the attitude or 
view that the Britisli government may 
take of the affair. Lord Sackvillo again 
to-day positively but courteously refused 
to bo interviewed or to mako public a 
copy of the letter received from Secretary 
Bayard yesterday. 

A SIMILAR CASE IN 1885. 

A prominent ollicial of the state depart- 
ment said to-night that if diplomatic pre- 
cedents were followed the Britisli minis- 
ator would forward tho President's noti- 
iication to his homo government, and that 
in due course he would receive leave of 
absence for an indefinite period. No fur- 
ther action would bo taken by this gov- 
ernment, whether tho miniscer continued 
to live in Washington or not. The old 
time custom of 24 hours' notice to quit 
the country had been abandoned. Re- 
cords of the Btato department show that 
Lord Sackville's case is quite analogous to 
that of Sir John Cramptou, representative 
of England at Washington in 185G. Ho 
violated tho international law of nationa- 
lity by Booking recruits for the British 
army in tho Crimea. The facts were laid 
before tho Britisli government and Sir 
John was notilied that his conduct was 
displeasing to tho United States and his 
withdrawal ensued. 

LORD SACKVILLE INTERVIEWED. 

Boston, Oct. 31. — Secretary Bayard's 
official communication was delivered to 
Lord Sackville at the British legation 
yesterday afternoon. Later in the even- 
ing a copy of tho secretary's statement to 
tho President whs shown to tho minister. 
He read it carefully and declined to make 
any formal statement. Ho was evidently 
annoyed, and said that any information 
as to his communications with tho state 
department should bo sought thoro. That 
it aoooieu Lo bo tiio news distributing 
centre. Lord Sack; illo was much averse 
to discussing the subject for a long timo. 
Ho refused to ba interviewed, 
although tho legation was besieged by 
correspondents of nil tho principal 
papers iu the country. He finally admit- 
ted one or two correspondents, and con- 
sented to answer ono or two questions. 
He said he had read Secretary Bayard's 
lottor to tho President, and was familiar 
with its contents. Ho disagreed with tho 
Secretary in his conclusions, especially re- 
canting tho obligations of American citi- 
zens of English birth. Tho action of the 
govonimont was arbitrary and tho argu- 
ment of tho Secrotary was illogical. A re- 
sponse by tho home government to the 
demand of tho United States would come 
by mail, and it had not an opportunity to 
cross tho water. Further than this Lord 
Sackvillo refused to comment on tho ac- 
tion of tho government,

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that with such a crash any of the occu- 
pants should have escaped unhurt ; but 
God protected the Czar and his family, 
who wore taken from tho debris uninjured.

Tho second 
engine mounted the first and was wrecked. 
The first and second carriages, which were 
dso wrecked, wero occupied by court and 
railway officials, among whom were Baron 
Saint Jernval, chief inspector of railways, 
who was badly injured. Generals Vnn- 
nooski and Tohorvau, win. wore 
in the saloon carriage with tho Czar, 
received contusions. The Czar and 
Czarina remained at tho scone for some 
timo giving attontion to the injured. To 
ward evening they returned to Sosowoje 
r,ho last station passed. Religious services 
have been held throughout the empire, 
giving thanks for tho escape of the impe- 
rial family, 'fhe Grashdanin contradicts 
tho official report <>f the accident in re- 
gard to tho casualties, and affirms that 20 
persons were killed, including Capt-in 
Bresch, staff courier, three couriors, and 
eight soldiers of tho railway battalion. It 
also says that 18 others wore injured. 
Tho imperial family passed over the Char- 
koff' and Nicolaieff railway last evening on 
their way to Gatschina. All wero well.

AT THE NAVAL YARD.

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" DEFENCELESS CANADA." 

Tho Americans have of Into boon paying 
a guild deal attention to Canada. Some 
of them evidently do not regard our coun- 
try in the must friendly manner. They 
are taking stock of ns and considering our 
ability with tho help of Groat Britain 
successfully to resist invasion by tho Uni- 
ted States. One of these envious critics 
is General Ben Butler. He has contri- 
buted to the current number of the North 
American Review an article bearing the 
title "Defenceless Canada." Ho in that 
article gives it as his opinion that Canada 
must be annexed to the United States. 
"Peacefully we hope, forcibly if wo must." 
It is tn show how easily Canada can be 
forcefully taken possession of by tho Unit- 
ed States that B. Butlor writes this article 
He assumes that the United States will 
some d;iy go to war with Croat Britain for 
the express purpose of wresting Canada 
out of her hands. He has tho whole cam- 
paign planned out. The declaration of 
war must be in the winter, when, as he 
thinks, the harbors of Canada 
will be closed by impenetrable masses of 
ico. This ice, he says, "would make her 
ships fur that titno as idle as a painted 
ship upon a painted ocean — hardly -as 
effective as a sand fort for any warlike 
purpose because not in the right place." 
General Butler seems to bo ignorant of 
the fact that Canada has harbors which 
aro not blockaded by ico even in the cold- 
est months of the severest winters, and 
that those harbors aro connected with the 
inland parts of the Dominion by railways 
as effective as are to be found in the 
United States. He chuckles over what 
ho considers the fact that an American 
army could cross tho ice bridge to any in- 
dicated point without there being a regi- 
ment of British soldiers on Canadian soil 
to meet them. Canada would, he con- 
siders, be utterly defenceless and the pro- 
tection of Great Britain would not avail 
her in the least. Having invaded tho de- 
fenceless and unoffending country at a 
season of tho year "when every corn barn 
and wheat bin will be full, overy smoke- 
house and cattle pen will bo a com- 
missary depot," the American army 
will proceed to take possession of it, its 
inhabitants, of course, not daring to make 
the slightest resistance, and then tho con- 
quering heroes with a Ben Butlor at their 
head will proceed to levy contributions on 
its cities and towns, not, of course, forget- 
ting the spoons, and parcel out its lands 
among themselves. The prospect of 
wholesale robbery appears to be very 
grateful to old Benjamin. Just see how 
coolly tho hoary freebooter talks about di- 
viding Canada as a prey among tho men 
who for the purpose of plunder and no 
other should invade it. He says : 

Such absorption of British Territory 
would give us the means through land 
Wiirrants, homesteads and grants, of pay- 
ing the pensions and bounties for our sol- 
diers who might serve in this war, which, 
by tho liberal justice of our oooplo, have 
come to oe the greatest source of expend- 
iture, because of carrying on a war. 
There are some very line lands in British 
America, especially timber lands. In ad- 
dition, she raises great quantities cf cattle, 
horses, corn and potatoes. 

This is the scheme which a prominent 
American citizen taii the assurance' to 
place before the American people in a 
publication calling itself respectable ! A 
more flagrant scheme of wholesale robhory 
was never concocted. Tho argument is : 
"Canada is defenceless, thoroforo tho 
American people aro justilicd in invading 
her and dividing her lands among tho 
iuvaders. Wo have heard that Bon 
Butler is wholly devoid of moral sense, 
but never saw it so clearly exemplified, 
not even in the New Orleans opisodo of 
his career, as in this article in the North 
American Review, and he sooms to expect 
that, his countrymen aro as conscienceless 
ns ho is himself. But he is surely mis- 
taken. If Canada is as ho reprosonts, 
" defenceless " — which, by tho way, is 
very far from being the case — is that any 
reason why tho United Statos should tako 
advantage of her weakness to rob her and to 
place upon her nock a yoke which the groat 
mass of her people aro unwilling to wear. 
We are quite certain that not ono Ameri- 
can citizen in a hundred thousand is so 
utterly unprincipled ub to approve of 
cither tho sentiments or tho schemes of 
the lawyer-general. But Canada, as all 
intelligent Americans know, is vory far 
indeed from being dofoncoloss. There 
are on its Hoil over a millio.i of men of a 
good fighting stock v.hn, if put to it, 
would oiler a rusisUiuco to an invading 
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force which oven tho armies of the United 
States could not afford to despise. And 
thoro is no fear of the Mother Country 
standing by idle and indifferent while 
C'tinidians wore compelled to defend their 
hearths and thoir homes. 



LONGEVITY. 



Almost ovory one wants to 'ivo long. 
From the earliest ages length of days has 
boon considered ono of the greatest, if not 
tho vory greatest, of earthly blessings. 
Yot with all thoir searchings inon have 
not found the secret of longevity. Several 
have thought that they have discovered 
it, and many more have tried to make tho 
world believe that they had found it, but 
tho elixir of lifo, like the philosopher's 
stone, is still among tho secrets that tho 
industry of man and the ingenuity of man 
have not been able to wring from Nature. 
Latterly tho attention of men has been 
directed to tho best way of giving thoir 
bodies fair play. Medicines and specifics 
of one kind and another are falling into 
disrepute and people are getting to be- 
lieve if they desire to live long— if they 
wish to kooi) tho wonderful mechanism of 
their bodies in good order — they must 
lind out how those who have lived longest 
and enjoyed tho best health have treated 
themselves. They are in this way trying, 
by tho inductive method, to build up 
what may bo called a science of life. 
These enquirers aro in all parts of the 
world and they now and then give tho re- 
sults of their investigations to tho public. 
The results aro singular and not exactly 
in accordance with the preconceived no- 
tions of any individual scientist or 
school of scientists. Still further are 
they from confirming tho theories which 
enthusiasts and hobbyists who have made 
hygiene their study have formed. Clement 
Milton Hammond is one of the searchers 
after physiological truth. Ho appears to 
have entered upon his investigations with- 
out bins. He had no hobby. Ho was 
noithor a vegetarian nor an anti-tobacco- 
nist, neither a tea-totaller nor a tea and 
coffee hater. He, it seems, was desirous 
to get at the trut! whatever it might bo, 
or whatever theory it might prove or dis- 
credit. He lived in Boston, and was as- 
sociate editor of the Globe of of th.it city. 
He hud five thousand blanks printed con- 
taining questions, to which he desired 
answers from persons in the New Eng- 
land States who wore over eighty years of 
ago. Mo sent these blanks to tho repre- 
sentatives of tho paper, and ho received 
answers from three thousand live hundred 
men and women. The old people resided 
in every part of the New England Statos, 
had lived in many different ways, and had 
followed all sorts of occupations. Tho 
tirst thing that seemed to strike him was 
that by far tho greater number of these 
people who had attained the age of four 
score had been married. The first con- 
clusion, then, that he caino to is that 
marriage is favorable to longevity. Of 
course tho greater number of men and 
women get married some time in thoir 
lives, but the proportion of married to 
single in any country, we should say, is 
hardly twenty to one. He found, too, 
that there were among his 3,500 corres- 
pondents 251 more women than men. Con- 
clusion number two is that a woman in 
the New England Statos stands a greater 
chance of living to bo very old than a 
man. There may be local reasons for 
this. In Massachusetts, for instance, tho 
women exceed the men by 450, but in 
other states tho greater number of corres- 
pondents were men. The families of 
those who were married averaged live. 
The papers showed that by far the great- 
er number of tho old people, both men 
women, were fair. The men were tall 
and loan, the women were, us a rule 
short and fat. Five out of six of these 
old New Englanders, had light complex- 
ions, blue eyes, and abundant brown hair. 
Tho reader can make his own generaliza- 
tion from these facts. It appears that the 
habits of these old folks did not differ in 
any remarkable degree from those of 
their neighbors. " Early to bed and 
early to rise " is.u maxim which is followed 
in all tho rural districts and small towns 
of Now England pretty generally, and 
these old people went to bed early and 
rose early like every one else in their 
part of the country. They had their 
meals, too, at tho same hours and ate the 
same food. Most of them were eaters of 
pie, they drank tea and coffee habitually, 
and horribtte dictu, a large majori- 
ty of the men smoked and chewed 
tobacco. A few drank wine and 
ither strong drink. A few of tho women 
were habitual smokers and a score wor 
set down as takers of snuff. A half a 
dozen never ate meat and two have ab- 
stained from water. Although there were 
a few small eaters among them and Bomo 
large eaters they are nearly till described 
as having had throughout their lives good 
appetites. It would be a little hard to 
lind proof hero for any fad. Tho evidence 
addjiqfty^WvJ? >\ -iC'.it' iAlOoH tvho 
taboo pie uro prejudiced, and that tho dis- 
like to fried pork iH an unreasonable an- 
tipathy. In those examples of tho sur 
vival of tho fittest tho tobacco smokers 
and chewers occupy a prominent place, 
and oven tho consumers of alcohol aro to 
ho found. The indications aro that these 
old people camo of a healthy, long-lived 
stock and that their children that sur- 
vived infancy enjoyed good health. It iR 
to bo noticed that nearly all of theso old 
people were actively employed during tho 
whulo of their '.ives. Almost half of the 
men were farmers and eight hundred out 
of twelvo hundrod of tho women wore 
farmers' wives. The very groat majority 
of tliom were always their own masters. 
Tho number of employes is remarkably 
small. Tho sanitary condition of the 
abodes of many of those octogenarians was 
far from being perfect. Indeed, according 
to tho principles of modern hygiene some 
of them had no business to livo half as 
long afl they did. A perusal of Dr. Ham- 
mond's vory interesting paper is exceed- 
ingly bowildoring. Ho seems to bo a lit- 
puzzlod himself and does not know vory 
well what conclusions liiH enquiries lead 
to. Ho saya: "Ono thing to mo seems 
to stand out above all others: that a vital 
principle manifested outwardly by firm 
build and constant activity has been the 
chief cauau of the advanced ago of these 



people." He seems to think that organ- 
ization of mind ?,nd body has more to do 
with longevity than any habits or condi- 
tions of lifo. Ho evidently believes that 
long livers, liko poets, are born, not made. 
Perhaps ho is right. But it is after all 
impossible to shut ono's eye3 to the fact 
that thoro is such a thing as suicide in 
this world. Not tho rough, sudden snap- 
ping of tho thread of lifo that goes by that 
namo, but a slow, steady process which it 
would horrify tho suicide proporly to 
characterize. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Lord Sackvilce West's incomprehen- 
sible folly is bearing its legitimate fruit. 
We published yesterday tho vigorous re- 
monstrance of tho United Statos Secre- 
tary of State. It was impossible, in the 
face of such a documont, for tho British 
Government to retain Lord West in his 
position at Washington, and at the same 
ti.ne maintaim friendly relations with the 
United States. It - is a little surprising 
that Lord Salisbury allowed matters to go 
so far. It might be expected that he 
would recall tho Minister as soon as he 
know tho nature of the indiscretion he 
had committed. It was hardly consistent 
with tho dignity of tho British nation to 
keep a representative in Washington who 
had committed a vory grave fault — who 
had, in fact, been a party to a violation of 
tho law of tho country to which he 
was accredited —until ho had been kicked 
out. For really that is what 
Secretary Bayard's report to the 
President means. It stated in effect tho 
British ambassador has grossly misbehaved 
himself and ho cannot bo allowed to 
remain any longer in Washington. No 
one supposes that Lord Sackvillo West 
intended to commit a serious offence not 
only against official etiquette by against 
United States laws, but in his case ignor- 
ance is emphatically no excuse. It was 
his business to know what to do when he 
was asked to interfere in the president ial 
contest, and as ho did tho very thing he 
ought not to have done, he proved that 
he was unfit for the position ho held. The 
conjecture that ho will never again bo ap- 
pointed to an important diplomatic posi- 
tion will, wo have little doubt, prove cor- 
rect.

Cnriou* CuHtom in the Tuscan Illglllan 
Saints' Bone* — Village Lottery. 

Tn the Tuscan Highlands nt the vil! 
of Cutipliano they keep high feast on I 
8 tli of August in memory of Saint A'uri 
litis and Saint Irontrjus, whoso bones ti 
in stato in the town church. The Baci'u i 
remains exhibited on the holiday are pre- 
served in richly gilt shrines, with glass 
front and sides. The skulls are bare in 
all their grinning hideousncss; tho rest 
of tho skeletons are happily hid in rich 
costumes, tho hands covered with silk 
gloves and the feet with elegant stock- 
ings. 

After mass is over in tho church and 
tho : people have been blessed, a priest 
standing at tho altar holds up a reliquary 
containing tho bono of a saint for the 
adoration of tho crowd. Ono by one tho 
mon come up to the altar steps, devoutly 
kiss tho glass that covers tho precious 
bono, and drop a copper or two into tho 
brass tray which is carried by an attend- 
ant. After each osculation tho glass is 
carefully wiped with a napkin and then 
presented to tho next in order. 

Tho women come after the men. Tho 
faith of those is apparently more lively. 
They seem fully satisfied that by the act 
of adoration they have committed them- 
selves to she effectual safeguard of the 
saint, and they turn away their faces 
radiant with peace and contentment. 
Hero comes a family group, a mother 
leading a little girl by the hand with a 
baby on her arm. It is touching to see tho 
earnestness with which the mother presses 
tho pouting lips of her infant against 
tho sacred charm and the joy with which 
she broods over him when she has thus 
secured hifl salvation; behind comes an 
old woman, wrinkled, infirm, alone in 
tho world, but tho weight of her years 
and troublo seems to grow light when 
she has secured tho good will and inter- 
cession of the saint. 

So they como in a long succession of 
evory age and condition, but all believ- 
ing and devout. Long after the service 
in over the worshippers remain absorbed 
in prayer, kneeling in different parts of 
the church, utterly lost to all that passes 
around. 

After leaving the church the Tuscans 
repair to the village green, where a lot- 
tery is in progress, and every one, from 
the gray head to the toddling infant in- 
vests in a ticket! They are very super- 
stitious about significant numbers. Ono 
man chooses eight because his cat at 
homo lias that number of kittens, an- 
other twenty-nine because his son fell 
and broke his leg on that day of the 
month; still another tit teen because there 
are that number of letters in the saint's 
namo whom they celebrate. 

Every one is in good humor while tho 
drawing takes place, and even if their 
numbers are unsuccessful they leave with 
tho conviction that it will surely como 
up on tho next feast day. — Foreign Letter. 



Water Changed to Blood. 

There is an animalcule, sometimes 
called the englenn sanguinea, or the 
blood red englena, which multiplies so 
rapidly in somu places that the surface 
of the pool soon resembles a great clot of 
blood, to the wonder of those who see it 
for tho first time, and do not suspect the 
cause. Tho little creature seems to be 
abundant all over tho known world, and 
Ehrenberg, a German naturalist, who 
discovered and named it, suggested that 
the first plague of Egypt, when the water 
was apparently changed into blood, as 
narrated in the Bible, may have been 
caused by a prodigious and miraculous 
increase of this little blood red infuso- 
rian. 

"Within very recent times an apparent 
change of water into blood has come to 
the writer's notice in the White mount- 
ains, in northern New York, and in sev- 
eral pkices in New Jersey. The phe- 
nomenon is not very rare. The creature 
that causes this change has itself a pecu- 
liar color habit accord ing to its age. In 
early youth and middle life its color is a 
vivid green; in maturity and old age it 
assumes tho crimson hue referred to, and 
often tho same individual may be both 
green and red as either color reaches tho 
surface during the body's movement, 
each coming and going in a wave that 
flows across the little creature, or a 
minute spot may l>e r sy red in tin; gen- 
eral green, or an enteral island may ap- 
pear in this miniature sea of crimson. — 
Alfred C. Stokes, 51. D. , in Har;^ 
Young People. 



Ciuiso of Decay In Steel. 

It has recently been discovered 1 y a 
board of naval experts at the United States 
navy yard, Mare's Island, Col., that the 
cause of tho sudden deterioration in the 
steel used in building the new cruisers 
for the government is not due to the 
ravages of a worm, as was supposed, 
but is caused by tho fungus peronosporus 
infestans, so well known as the cause of 
potato rot. 

With tho delicate apparatus procured 
by tho government for testing tho quali- 
ties and ' detecting fraud in metals in- 
tended for government uses, it has been 
ascertained that the minute spons or suds, 
which float in the air, are introduced into 
the metallic body while in tho molten 
stato during the process of carbonization. 
They also find that this form of steel rot 
is alarmingly epidemic in much of the 
government material. 

A large and profitable field is open to 
inventors and scientific men who will de- 
vise means to arrest the spores of this 
fungus as they are drawn into the car- 
bonizing furnaces, or who can prevent 
their growth and spread either in the 
ingot or manufactured forms of steel. — 
Detroit Free Press. 



Wild Silkworms of India. 

For a number of years the deficiency 
in the production of mulberry silk has 
drawn the attention of senoulturisw to 
the rearing of the wild silkworms of 
India, China, Japan, America and other 
parts, and a great many reports have 
been published on these wild silkworms, 
some of which are already bred in a 
state of domesticity or semi-doineslic.ty. 
Many of these wild silkworms produce 
silk of great strength and bea-ity, and 
could all be profitably utilized P bred in 
their native lands on a large sca'e. Speci- 
men cecoons and carded and r< eled silks 
of about twenty different spi -ies have 
beon sent to the Societc d'Accli aatation. 
and they will be exhibited in the Purls 
International exhibition of 1880, together 
with tho specimens of the moths and 
prepared larva; of the various upecios. — 
Public Opinion.

A VICTIf. OF COCAINE 



Give* His Experience with the Faiolnttt- 
lng Drug — Nursed Book to Health. 

Dr. Charles D. Bradley's namo first 
tamo intb uudesirablo protnineneo in No- 
rember, 1885, when ho was arrested 
charged with being insane through exces- 
sive indulgence in morphine and cocaine, 
the latter a powerful narcotic of which 
up to that time littlo had been heard, Ho 
was taken before Judge Prendergast, was 
declared to bo insane, and given a sen- 
tence of three months in tho Washing- 
tonian homo. After a fortnight's stay at 
the homo Dr. Bradley went to Canada, 
bis old homo, whero ho gave himself up 
entirely to tho demands of tho drug, tho 
fascinations of which completely en- 
thralled him. Practice and homo were 
gone, and ho gavo free rein to his vice. 
He returned to Chicago and was sent to 
the insane asylum, whero a completo euro 
was effected, and ho resumed his practice, 
only to find himself deserted by his 
clients and his reputation impaired. 

Consolation for tho reverses came with 
cocaine, to which ho again became a 
victim, and there were months when ho 
absolutely lived in tho stato of mind it 
produced, securing it by hook or crook 
until liis last possession was gone and his 
family beggared. 

Tho physician went to the gutter, and 
a year ago was begging for cocaino at 
drug stores or securing it by fictitious 
orders on druggists. Then he disap- 
peared. Ho was occasionally heard from 
in Canada and tho east until last fall, 
when the papers recorded his arrest in 
New York city for endeavoring to obtain 
a supply of cocaino by representing him- 
self as a messenger sent from one phy- 
sician to another. In the police court 
the gaunt, emaciated, ragged man told 
his story of want and moo, and the 
causes which brought them about. Al 
that timo ho wns using sixty grains of 
cocaine a day. Ho was sent to Bellevuu 
hospital to die. There bo was found by 
the manager of tho Christian home, 
where ho was nursed back to mental and 
physical vigor. 

Dr. Bradley was reluctant to dwell on 
tho episodes thus briefly given, but con- 
versed freely on other circumstances of 
his life. 

"Until 1885 there was nothing to dim 
my prospects," said Dr. Bradley. "It 
was in that year that cocaine was first 
brought to notice through a German 
physician, but it was only known as u 
practical anaesthetic in operation by 
oculists. There was no method known 
for using it for other purposes. 1 was 
the first man to discover that it could lie 
otherwise used— in fact, to take the place 
of ether or chloroform. That discovery, 
so important to tho world, was most un- 
fortunate for me. "When I announced 
my discovery physicians laughed and de- 
clared I was crazy. I wrote a letter to 
Mayor Harrison asking him to appoint a 
medical commission to inquire into the 
value of my discovery, which was tho 
administration of cocaine hypodermic- 
ally. I first utilized my discovery by 
testing it on a cat. I dissected a leg of 
a cat, exposing tissues and muscles, and 
kept tho animal on my desk for hours 
watching tho circulation. There was n 1 
pain, the drug exercising a soothing 
effect. 

"Next I began experimenting on my- 
self. I found that the anaesthetic intlu- 
enco of cocaino is limited. I experi- 
mented on myself again and again to see 
just how far this limit extended, and 
learned just where, when and how to 
give injections. Physicians then be- 
lieved that the effects of the drug were 
similar to thoso of morphine. To dis- 
prove this I tried actual cautery by ap- 
plying to my body red hot irons, but I 
felt no pain, and there was not the 
slightest sensation as the flesh withered 
under the heated irons. For three 
months every day for a half hour I ex- 
perimented with the drug, and often 
passed several hours of the night in its 
study before a mirror, watching its ef- 
fect on myself. But I never realized 
that it was obtaining a mastery over mo. 
Its fascinating powers wero unknown to 
the profession. I was thunderstruck when 
I found that the drug was absolutely 
necessary to my mind and body. I be- 
lieve I could have conquered the habit 
then were it not for a misunderstanding 
with the man from whom I rented my 
home. Ho wanted his house, and when 
I refused to vacate it my weakness was 
made a point by which I was dragged 
into an insane court. Persecution and 
publicity drove me to desperate extremes. 
At the "Washingtonian homo no ono 
know how to treat my disease Every- 
body knows the rest — how I went to tho 
gutter and lost everything." 

"With all your experience with co- 
caine, how do you now regard it?" asked 
the reporter. 

• 'I think it is a grand drug, with re- 
markablo properties, and destined to tako 
the placo of ether and chloroform. It can 
be used without danger of death. It 
produces no nausea or prostration. It is 
i great specific for nervous diseases, for 
certain diseases of the spine, for paralysis, 
Cor tetanus, hydrophobia and other con- 
vulsive diseases. It will unite with other 
oiti-spasmodics and intensify their ac- 
tion. I think I know more about cocaine 
than most men, but I have no compre- 
hensive idea of its possibilities. Sci- 
ntisis are only in the experimental stage 
vith it." 

"What are the effects of the drug'/" 
"To begin with, it is like tho effects of 
uy stimulant at certain Btagos, but it is 
tot stupefying, as is opium. The person 
■ king it has a feeling that everything is 
ovely and serene, of perfect content- 
ment and universal satisfaction. All 
hingsseem perfect. There are none of 
1 10 frightful illusions which come from 
quor or oilier stimulants. Excessive 
inutilities, though, causn irreat irritabil 
v. The duration of the effect is about 
wo hours, and is succeeded by a feeling 
f depression and exhaustion. But there 
none of tho disturbance of the mind or 
rvous system that follows drunken- 
■ss. The victim loses all strength after 
•h indulgence, and there lies the chief 
uger in using cocaine. It weakens the 
ion of the heart, making sudden strains 
excitements dangerous, tts was ex 
plified in the sudden death of a physi- 
n, who engaged in a quarrel with ti 
rber lust year and fell dead during tin 
it-rcl. He used cocaino. The effects 
habit are degrading. It will deaden 
man's perception of right, just tlx 
me as whisky, and pull a victim dowi 
the lowest depths of low cunning tn 
• iousneos. "—Chicago News.

On Monday afternoon an amusing inci- 
dent occurred at Westminster. A little 
steamer started from the city with a house- 
scow in tow for Pitt river, Tho scow 
contained several Chinamen, and when 
woll out in the river the tow lino broke. 
Tho scow turned half over, the door to 
tho cabin in which were the Celestials be- 
ing completely submerged. A violent 
commotion and jabbering was hoard in- 
side, and then through ttio stove-pipe 
hole in the roof appeared n top-knot, fol- 
lowed by a head, and a second afterwards 
tho whole Chinaman had crawled through 
t!io aporturo and stood on the roof. Then 
another top-knot appeared and Chinaman 
No. 2 squeezed through tho hole, and so 
on, until tho entire lot had crawled out of 
thoir prison. The scow continued to sink 
and the Celestials yelled in pathetic Chi- 
nese language for assistance. They were 
finally rescued from their perilous position 
and convoyed ashore shivering with terror 
at their narrow escape from drowning. 

A Contractors' 9(iug. 

A scheme on the part of certain con- 
tractors to bleed the city of San Fran- 
cisco out of a largo sum of money has just 
boon unearthed. It appears that the har- 
bor commissioners of that city had invited 
tenders for the construction of a section of 
the sea-wall, and the intending contrac- 
tors formed a ring to get n big price for 
the work and then divide the profits; Tho 
value of tho work, leaving a good margin 
for tho builder, was estimated by compet- 
ent engineers at about S!)8,U00. When, 
however, tho bids were opened, it was 
found that tho tenders ranged from §118,- 
000 to «1«5,000. J. S. Antonelli's bid 
was tho lowest, and ho was awarded the 
contract, the next lowest bid being #12't,- 
000. Antonelli's success aroused tho in- 
dignation of tho ring, and onuof the num- 
ber made some remarks which led to an 
investigation by the harbor commissioners, 
It was then learned that Mr. Antonelli 
had his man in the ring to find out what 
tho figures of tho others would bo, and be- 
ing in possession of this information ho 
put in his bid lower than any of tho others 
and of course was successful. Under the 
oircumstahces, tho commissioners are 
thinking of taking the contract from him 
and re-advertising for the work, now that 
thoy know the sea-wall can be built at a 
fair profit for less than §100,000. Mr. 
Antonelli is woll known in Victoria, hav- 
ing beon one of tho contractors on .the JS. 
& N. railway during its construction.

to the various systems of electric street 
railways now in use. As Mr. Heisterman 
and his associates asked for a monopoly 
for a certain number of years, tho com- 
mittee recommended that tho application 
of Mr. Warren and his associates bo ac- 
cepted. Attached to tho report was a 
minority report advising that both 
tho schemes advanced by Messrs. Heister- 
man and Warren bo submitted to the 
public for their decision. 

The board divided in the discussion of 
tho report, several of the aldermen pro- 
testing strongly against the granting of a 
monopoly, wdiilo others urged that tho 
people should have tho chance of decid- 
ing una matter of so great importance to 
the people of Victoria. 

Aid. Braden thought the aldermen woro 
the proper ones to decide which of the 
rival schemes was in the best interests of 
tho city. Tho people could then say 
whether they would extend the assistance 
desired to the company or not. 

Aid. Wilson would not support any 
scheme that called for tho erection of any 
more poles in tho streets of Victoria. If 
the company which Mr. Warren repre- 
sented would bind themselves not to make 
use of any system requiring the erection 
of poles he would support them. 

On motion tho report of tho special 
committee was received and adopted, and 
the minority report was received and filed 
with the main report. 

DRAINAGE. 

The street committee recommended the 
laying of drains on Johnson, Douglas and 
Market streets. Adopted. 

SECOND AUDITORS' REPORT. 

The finance committee presented a re- 
port referring to the settlement of a num- 
ber of small accounts, and accompanied 
by a report from the auditors, which reads 
as follows: 

REPORT No. 2. 
Victoria., B. 0., Oct. Ill, 1888. 

To the Chairman of Ike Finance Commit- 
tee of the Corporation of tin: OUy of 
Victoria : 

Sir: — By virtue of a resolution of the 
board of aldermen passed on the 1st inat., 
and to obedience to instructions conveyed 
to us on that day by Aid. Harris, we re- 
opened the special audit of the city ac- 
counts, in order to cover the period be- 
ginning 1st of January and ending 110th 
September, 1888, and now we bug leave 
to submit an interim report. 

At tho outset we hoped to bo in a posi- 
tion at an early date to make a full and 
final report on all points, and we have 
strenuously striven to accomplish this, but 
notwithstanding close application and un- 
flagging attention, superadded to the ne- 
cessity u uicll presented itself in the course 
of our inquiries for a minute study of the 
financial records in the treasurer's office, 
more time has been consumed than we 
hud anticipated. In view of 'this circum- 
stance we deem it desirable that the 
council should be informed of the results 
at which wo have arrived, leaving certain 
matters, as yet imperfectly considered, for 
future discussion. 

As foreshadowed in Report No. 1, we 
found that all transact ions since December 
last still remained unrecorded in the 
cash books; auxilary and general, 
the journal and the ledger except in tho 
solitary instance of the bank account, and 
to us the aspect of the department of ac- 
counts was that of an association in the 
throes of approaching dissolution. How 
thisstate of things could so long have been 
allowed to continue, — and wo are con- 
strained by a strong sense of duty to the 
ratepayers to state it — in the face of in- 
terests of so great magnitude as are those 
of the city of Victoria, and with no ar- 
restment — not even at the p unt when the 
lirst audit was in progress— is to us the 
subject matter of wonder. There existed 
no valid reason whatever why tho books 
were not written up, and had this duty 
boeudune our previous report would have 
necessarily been modified as regards cer- 
tain payments which had reached the city 
treasury in 188S on account of tho year 
1887. The mechanical labor alone of con- 
structing the various records, aiming at 
economy of time and elliciency in 
audit as the chief object, has been and 
still is of no ordinary character, and we 
are now inter alia engaged upon the real 
estate assessment roll for the current year, 
a record of formidable dimensions and sub- 
ject to complications arising out 
of the imperfect handling of previous 
years. Transcribed at so late a season of 
the year, it will throw upon the city trea- 
surer a greater responsibility in the mat- 
ter of collections than should have been 
imposed. In some respects the new roll 
will probably bo found inaccurate, nota- 
bly in regard to "Improvements," which 
may have been omitted because of the 
absence of any record, bo far as we can 
ascertain, in compliance with law in the 
imposition of the tax on that class of as- 
sessable property. But irrespective of 
this, we are persuaded that the roll as it 
passes out of our hands will prove to bo 
more intelligible and better arranged 
than any the city has hitherto had from 
which to work. Future years, however, 
oueht to show still further advancement 
in elaborating and perfecting details. 

We now turn to tho two questions 
of deficiencies in cash, and nrroaWi 

DEFICIENCIES. 

On 1st .January, 1888, the late treasu- 
rer is shown to have had in his custody, 
cash amounting to $433.67 ; and on tho 
lirst day of each succeeding month down 
to lirst ■fitly, balances of cash vary 
from $030 to 82,500. On tho 1st August) 
the corporation appears to have owed him 
§055. On 1st September cash again 
changes sides on the book, and the bal- 
lance of $1,012.98 stands at tho debit, at 
the liOth September rising to the sum of 
$1917.03. This latter sum is the late 
treasurer's deficiency at that date, arrived 
at thus:

As an illustration of unhappy reckless- 
ness, no later than on the 11th and 25th 
September, Mr. Smith asserts that hupaid 
over to the late treasurer two collections 
of S10O each, of which thero is no record. 

As the result of our investigation! thero 
was brought to light the fact that tho 
chief of police had also failed to report 
his collections of police court lines since 
January last, and we have had to debit 
him with $218.50. This sum remains un- 
paid to tho treasurer, although we are in-
